power of (GDD) in the mothers wombe a childe : as hereafter 
moꝛꝛ at large ſhall be declarod., Firf?, the fields of Generation 
called the Þatrir , 02 the other, is knowne inthe Anatomie, 
whoſe place is p2operly (betwixt the Bladder andLongaon ) in 
the Woman, in which place is ſowne by the Tillage of man, a 
couenadle matferof kindely heafs : Foꝛ kindely heate is cauſe 
efficient both of doing and wozking, and Spirit that giueth ver⸗ 
tne to the bodie, and gonerneth and ruleth that vertue: the which 
ade of generation commeth from all the partes of the Bodie, 
Pan and Women , with conſent and will of all 
Pembers, and is ſho ad in the place of Contriuing, where tho- 
row the vertus of Mature, it is gathered together in the Celles 
ofthe Patrix 02 the ot her, inwhome be the way of the woz- 
king of mans ſerde, and by the way of ſuffering of the Womans 
ſ@de mixt together, ſo that eache of them wozketh in other, and 
fuffereth in other, there is engenvzed Embꝛeon. And furt her it 
is to be noted, that this S parme that commeth both to man and 
woman, is made and gathered of the 2 belt and pureſt dꝛops

of Man an Woman make the generation of Enb;con, of the 
hich thing ſpzingeth (by the vertae of kiadely heate)a certaine

| it is tyed to the zothers wombe,the which couering 
tommeth fozth with the byꝛth of of the Childs: and if it happen 
that any ol the @kinne remaine after the byzth ofthe Child, then 
is the Woman in perill of her life. w 
Furthermoze,(it is ſaid)that of this Embzeon,is engendzed 
the Heart, the Liuet, the Barnes, Nerues, Wepnes, Arteirg, 
Co2ds,Ligaments,Okinnes,Griftles, and Bones, teceiuinguo 
them by kindly vertue the meaſtruallblod,of which is engendzed 
both fleſh and Fatnes. And as wziters ſap,the firſt thing that is 
ſhapen, be the pzincipals : as is the Heart, Liver, and Blaine. 
Foz ofthe Heart (pzuageth the arteics; of the Liaer,the Wsynes; 
and ofthe B2aine, the Nerues : ayd ſuhen theſe ata made, Nas 
ture maketh and ſhapeth both Bones and Grilles to kepe and 
ſaue them, as the bones of the head foz the Bzaine : the Bꝛcaſt 
Bones, and the Ribbes, foz the Peart and the Liver. And after 
theſe ſpzingeth all other members one aftsr another : aud thus 
is the Childe bꝛed fwzth in fours degrees, as thus.
